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DEATH OF JOHN STUART MILL. 
With the death of John Stuart Mill, England 


the most enlightened and steadfast reformers 
that ever lived. As conscientious .as Socrates, 
és logical as Aristotle, as methodical as Bacon, 
as uncompromising as Calvin, he has held the 
position for a quarter ofa century as the best- 
trained intellect of all the English-speaking 
races. And above and beyond his attainments 
in science and philosophy, and his in- 
valuable contributions to the thought 
and literature of the age, posterity will most ad- 
wire his zealous and unremitting efforts to ele- 
vate the condition and improve the prospects of 
the common people, the poorer classes, of Eng- 
land and Ireland.

OUR JUDICIAL ELECTION. 

Under the Constitution of 1870, the elections 
of Circuit Judges of the State will take place on 
the first Monday in.June. The number to be 
chosen is twenty-two outside of Cook County, 
and five in this county. Judges Rogers, Booth, 
and Farwell were elected in 1870, but the Con- 
stitution has been construed to mean that the 
terms of all the Circuit Judges shall begin at 
the election in 1873. Judge Tree was elected to 
fill the vacancy caused by the election of Judge 
‘McAllister to the Supreme Bench, and the term 
of Judge Williams expires by limitation. In this 
county, therefore, there will be five Circuit 
Judges elected and these will serve until June, 
1879. 

This is a matter of too much importance to bo 
overlooked by the public. The State of Illinois 
has in the past been exceptionally fortunate in 
having had an able and inoorruptible judiciary. 


There is no 
branch of the Government so well calculated to 
maintain the character of a commercial city as 
the judiciary.

We have not heard 
that either one of the five Judges whese terms 
are about to expire has ever been negligent in 
the performance of bis duty, has been unfair in 
his official action, or has in the slightest degree 
been impeactred in his integrity. In point of 
ability, they will each compare favorably with 
any gentlemen who would be willing to take the 
places. We suppose, though we do not know, 
that all of them are willing to serve another 
term, and we have not yet beard of any person— 
at least the name of no reputable person has yet 
been announced—as a candidate against them. 
What, therefore, is the best policy to be pur- 
sued with respect to this judicial election ? 

The great thing needed in a Judge is fair legal 
| ability, incorruptible integrity, and industry. 
With these, the rights of the public and the 
rights ‘of individuals will always be protected. 
So long as we have a body of Judges who have | 
these qualifications, who have shown themselves 
to be all that any fair-minded man could desire 
in a court, is it not the safest and wisest plan 
for the people to re-elect them? We do net 
| mean thatthe present Judges are the only five 
men in the county suitable to hold that office, but 
when there is no reason given for a change, no 
fault, personal or official, found with either of 
the Judges, is it not the best policy to retain the 
Judges whom we know and have tried rather 
than take our chances ina new scramble? It 
may be possible that some members of the Bar 
who have not yet been announced as candidates 
map be pressed for election, and that, if elected 
they will make good Judges. Nevertheless, we 
think stability in the courts to be of great ben- 
efit, and of such importance as to override all 
considerations of a change for the mere sake of 
change; and we think the public, who have so 
niuch at stake, can in nowise so well encourage 
judicial probity as by rewarding a Judge who, 
has been faithful with a re-election. We trust 
that there will be no attempt by ype $ 
make party nominations, but that, by the general 
consent of all men of all parties, the five Judges 
now on the Bench of the Circuit Court may be

Brooks. He was essentially a money-get- 
ter. The amassing of wealth was his chief 
aim in life, a part of his early education, and 
fully confirmed by his habits of life. He suc- |. 
ceeded to a profitable business which his father 
had left him ; he grew up under those commer- 
cial influences which concentrate upon the power 
of wealth ; he wasthe autocrat of a manufacturing } 
district ; he dabbled in all sorts of speculations, 
stocks, railroada, and Government contracts, 
modern times has a better claim to a place in ——̃—v—y— — 1 
- his interests and influence as a millionaire. The 
shrewd imperturbability, and the manifold ad- 
vantage which he maintained throughout the 
Credit Mobilier inquisition, showed him to be a 
man of intellectual expedients. Yet he never 
employed his talents in Congress to originate 
any public policy, to sustain any public measure, 
or to give himself the slightes prominence as a 
legislator. His mind was entirely engrossed 
with the hobby of money-making. He was a 
fetish worshiper ofthe Almighty Dollar. It is not 
impossible to conceive that Oakes Ames went 
into Credit Mobilier, used his Congresfional posi- 
tion, and influenced others to use their 
influence, to advance this 
scheme to defraud the Government, 
as a pure and natural business transaction, with- 
out any distingt consciousness of wrong-doing. 
It would probably have struck him as a neglect 
of his duty as a business man if he had failed 
to take advantage of his Congressional oppor- 
tunities to advance his interests as a money- 


If this view may be justly taken of Oakes 
Ames’ career, it throws a large share of the 
blame of his mistaken life upon the mercantile 
practices of this agé and country. 6 
corruption of the times, both private and 
public, may be directly traced to a morbid 
greed for gain. The first lesson in the 
school of American life is the value of 
money, and the study is continued through 
all the grades of advancement. It is taught o- 
cially, where money opens doors that would 
otherwise be closed against boorishness or vice. 
It is taught in official circles, where money buys 
places that ought to be roserved for merit and 
integrity.

Death has thus quickly overtaken the two 
most prominent Congressional operators in the 
Credit Mobilier frauds,—James Brooks and 
Oakes Ames,—and each in his way has illus- 
trated how talent, and wealth, and position may 
be perverted. There is no disposition on the 
part of any one to follow them up after death ; 
but their deaths rather than their lives show 
the hollowness of public careers that have no 
higher aims than personal advancement, to be 
attained at the sacrifice of everything that pre- 
sents itself in the shape of an obstacle. Socie- 
ty must estimate its own share of responsibility 
for the practices, influences, and education that 
help to model such careers.

FREIGHT RAILWAY TO THE EAST. . 

The scheme for a doubie-track steel-rail 
freight railroad from New York to the West is 
receiving some attention in various quarters. 
Persons are discussing the propriety of having it 
made to St. Louis, Cincinnati, and other points. 
We think that such road, constructed by pri- 
vate capital and honestly managed, would not 


only be profitable to the stockholders, but would 


admit of the transportation of freight at rates 
that would be satisfactory to the people. It is 
questionable, however, whether the construction 
‘| of such a railway by National subsidies would 
not aggravate the present condition of the 
transportation question. The Pacific Railroads | 
are costly examples of what may be expected of 
corporations in which the Government is a part- 
ner, and is expected to furnish all the capital, 

Nevertheless, if Congress is to go into this 
business and is to issue one or two hundred mill- 
ions of dollars to build this railway, it is advisa- 
ble that the work shall be made as useful as pos- 


sible,—at least to the extent of having it built on 
the line where it is most needed, and with ter- 
mini that can give it employment and business. 
To build such a road without bringing it to Chi- 


‘| cago would be an act of folly, since it is here 


that the heaviest gorge of freight always takes 
place in the winter. The whole West is amply 
connected with Chicago by railroads,—extending 
to all parts of Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, and the Pacific States, and also with 
Kansas, Colorado, Arkansas, and Texas.

ONE REFORM ACCOMPLISHED. 


One good result of the action of Congress in 
applying the earnjngs of the Union Pacific Rail- 
way for Government transportation and the mail 
| service to its debt to the Government has been 
the abolition of the system of free passes, a kind 
of alms for which Congressmen and Govern- 
ment officials generally have been persistent 
beggars. ‘The road, after the loss of 
its earnings from the Government, had to 
choose between abolishing its eleemosynary 
passenger traffics and going into bankruptcy, and 
sensibly chose the former. President Clark, 
in a recent conversation with a New York re- 
porter, says hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been lost every year under the dead-head 
gystem. Hundreds of passes, amounting in 
value to thousands of dollars are begged 
for daily. These beggars for the paltry 


belong, most of them, to the rich arid the power- 
ful classes, who are able to pay their own fares. 
Members of Congress and of the Cabinet beg 
them for themselves and their families and 
friends, and instances are known where Con- 
gressmen have hawked their passes about for 
sale. Mr. Clark could not be brought to ac- 
knowledge that these railroad favors were issued 
as bribes, or that the official acts of 
Government employes were influericed by them. 
He preferred to put it on the less ingenuous 
ground that the Company were afraid to deny 
the official alms-seeker for fear of offending ; it 
was not so much a bribe as asop to Cerberus. 
No wonder that Mr. Clark complained, when 
the reporter pressed his questions on this 
point, that it was ‘embarrassing to an- 
ewer,” that he was rather crowding 
him,” and must let up.” The effect of 
giving these passes in this wholesale way is to 
impose the burden of railroad charges upon the 
other and less wealthy and unofficial classes of 
the communities along the line, while the 
wealthy and influential ride free. It cheats the 
stockholders, embarrasses the public men who 
are within its range, irritates the people who pay 
their own way, tempts the employes of the com- 
pany to follow the example of the Directors, and 
give away rides to their friends, thus practis- 
ing liberality at the expense of others. -It bur- 
dens railroads with an unprofitable passenger 
traffic, and drives them to indemnify them- 
selves by raising their freight-charges. “The 
abrogation of free passes,” Mr, Clark said, and 
the merciless exaction of passenger-fares, will 
permit the gradual reduction of freights.”

THE MORAL SIDE OF THE INDIAN POLICY. 

Mr. John P. C. Shanks, a member of Congress 
from the Fort Wayne District, in Indiana, and 
late Chairman of the House Committee on In- 
dian Affairs, writes a letter to the New York 
Times, in which he proposes to hold up the 
% moral side” of the Indian question, and in- 
sists that the whole race of the Ameiican Indi- 
ans must not be condemned on account of the 
acts committed by some fifty or sixty Modocs. 
It would probably be difficult to find any person 
who has demanded the extermination of the 
whole Indian race, as Mr. Shanks intimates, be- 
cause of the depredations and murders that cer- 
tain isolated bands have committed. But Mr. 
Shanks gives the key to the popular protest 
against the present Indian policy when he adds, 
in the same communication: Even these mur- 
derers of the lamented Oanby and Thomas are 
of this class of wronged and oppressed people, 
driven from homes and friends.“ The promoters 
of the present Indian policy are not content 
with devising the means whereby the Indian 
outrages are rendered numerous and deadly, 
but, like Mr. Shanks in the present instance, 
they follow up these outrages with maudlin 
sentimentality intended to modify the just pun- 
ishment with which savage treachery should be 
treated. Mr. Shanks, and the other gentlemen | 
who are engaged in presenting the moral side” 
of the Indian question, should pause in their 
recapitulation of Indian persecutions to estimate 
their own responsibility for a system that has 
fostered corruption among Indian Agents, specu- 
lated upon Indian supplies and lands, and be- 
trayed useful citizens and brave men like Oanby 
into ambushes where they met their death.

John Stuart Mill was born in 1806. Po was 


the son of James Mill, the historian of Indis, 


and Examiner of Indian Correspondence in the 


ast Indian House, and celebrated among Eng- 


lish thinkers for his metaphysical and economic 
studies, James Mill was of humble birth, but 
gained in his generation a position only less 
commanding than that which his son achieved in

an early age, James Mill attracted the atten- 
tion of Jeremy Bentham, who took him into 
his own house, where he lived for -sey- 
eral years, and became thoroughly indoo- 
trinated with the views of his great master, 
whose disciple he was always proud to be called,

tinguished of the utilitarian philosophers after 
Bentham, and his History of India” was ad- 
ot all the works on 
the subject, as well as the first that presented 
sound views of Indian policy. It exercised a 
great and beneficent influence on the subsequent 
measures of the Government. He was the first 
editor of the Westminster Review, was a 
contributor to the earlier numbers of the. 
Encyclopedia Britannica, and wrote works on 
politics, metaphysics, ethical philosophy, and 

political economy, which in their day received 
great attention, although now, of course, they 


lowed the economic investigations of the son 


politics, He spent part of his time in the south 
of France in the house of Sir Samuel Bentham. 
During this stay in France he laid the founda- 
tion of his great familiarity with and interest in 
French polities and literature. He followed his 
father into the service of the British Govern- 
ment, and, in 1823, he reegived a clerkship in the 
India House, and in 1856 succeeded to the ro- 
sponsible position his father had filled before 
him,—that of head of the Department of Indian 
Correspondence, one of the most important ex- 
ecutive posts in the gift of the East India Com- 
pany. In 1858 this department was trans- 
ferred to the General Government, and he 
withdrew from it. He was then offered by Lord 
Stanley a seat in the Indian Council, but de- 
clined it. The ready accorded his 
mental powers is shown by the fact that, when on- 
ly 21 years of age, he was chosen by the disciples 
of Bentham to edit Bentham’s Rationale of 
Juridical Evidence.”
